It was too cold to stand still 
and so the Hamlin Pied Pipers 
kept mov ing to a 20-13 v ictory 
ov er the Sny der Tigers in a foot­ 
ball game at Sny der last Friday 
night.

BIBLE COMMENT 


Jesus Knew When 
To Specik Cut and 
When to Be Silent 


4 T the United Nations General 
J 
Assembly, where representa­ 
tives from 60 nations are gathered, 
it is the diplomat par excellence 
that knows when to be silent and 
when to speak out. 
Jesus was just such a man, as 
evidenced by His dealings with the 
shrewd-tongued Pharisees. When 
He healed the man with the with­ 
ered hand He knew quite well tha t 
the bigots were watching Him to 
see whether He would da re to 
perfo rm a mira cle o n the Sa bba th 
Da y . 
Altho ug h Jesus o n ma ny o cca ­ 
sio ns ha d no wo rds to ma tch with 
tho se o f his dispa ra g ers a nd critics, 
He met these critics o n their o wn 
g ro unds. His a nta g o nized o nlo o k­ 
ers were left a nswerless when He 
asked them whether it was la wful 
to do good and s^ve a life on the 
Holy Day. 
Many of the Pharisees were 
truly skillful orators yet no ne 
could deceive or mislead Jesus 
with their po lished rhetoric. Jesus, 
when He answered His critics, did 
so for their own good and when 
Jesus met with men, they either 
became better men or their stub­ 
born willfulness drove them deeper 
into evil designs and ways. 
It is well to remember that 
while the word Pharisee has come 
to have an ignominious meaning, 
some of the Pharisees were among 
the most sincere and earnest Jews 
of their time. 
The diplomats meeting in New 
York to decide the fate of the 
world might well remember that 
there are moments to cry out 
against deceit and moments to be 
patiently silent. 
And for guidance in their im­ 
mense task, they would do well to 
find moments for prayer in which 
they can silently search them­ 
selves and cry out for strength 
and forgiveness.

YV ITH meat prices so high, it is especially important to learn the 
best way to cook your roasts. Here are a few tested methods 
and recipes to help you get more good taste from your meat dollar 
and at the same time cut down on shrinkage.

Place roast side up, on a rack in an open pan. Use no water. 
Bake in slow oven (325 degrees F.) according to the schedule below. 
If a meat thermometer is used, roast to 175 degrees F. internal 
temperature for medium doneness, or to 182 degrees F. internal 
temperature for a well-done roast.
